The Annual Business Meeting of the Town of Millis, was” 
held in the High Schoo] Auditorium, Monday evening, February 
19, 1951. This meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M., by 
Moderator, Rudolph F. King, who read the Warrant calling 
the meeting which Warrant was signed by the Selectmen, 
Michael E. Collins, Horace VY.

At the Selectmen’s Meeting of February 13, 1951, the 
Board organized with Mr. Morris Mushnick, Chairman and 
Mr. Horace Y. Balkam, Clerk. 


Regular meetings were held the first and third Thursdays of 
each month, plus several special meetings when required. _ 


STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 


The following streets had drainage installed on them 
eliminate wet conditions: Village and Himelfarb Streets, P 
Street, Main Street, and Exchange Street from Maple Aver ie 
to Island Road. 


Part of Grove Street was widened and a drainage system 7 
constructed. 


Orchard Street was scarified and reshaped between Middle 
sex Street and Ridge Street. 


Black Swamp Road, (Main Street, Route 109) was re 
faced and graded near the railroad crossing to remedy 2 
serious traffic condition. } 


Stumps were taken out of Bridge Street, between 
Street and Dover Road in anticipation of excavation. 


A hot top sidewalk on Plain Street, between Forest Road 2 
the residence of Mrs. Winthrop P. Mandell was constructet 
from the funds appropriated. ; 


All roads that needed surface treatment were given either ‘ 
a coat of tar, or a coat of asphalt with a stone topping. / 


Several wooden fences were replaced by cement posts 2 id 
during the coming year we hope to continue this project. 


Through the efforts of the Board, the cooperation of the 
State Department of Public Works was obtained in insts 1g 
two Flashing Beacons to aid traffic; one at Main and Unior 
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Streets and one at Main and Exchange Streets. These are to 
be serviced and maintained by the Commonwealth. 


OTHER ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE BOARD 


For nine months our Police Cruiser was on a police hook-up 
with the Franklin system, but in lieu of a savings of $400.00 
to the Town, and 24 hour service, we discontinued with Frank- 
lin and joined the Natick hook-up. All credit due in this 
respect is given to our Committeeman, Horace V. Balkam, 
whose untiring efforts made this saving possible. 


The heating system in the Town Office was converted to 
oil, and a new boiler was installed plus the repiping of all 
radiators. 


Due to the efforts and cooperation of Mr. Frank McCarthy, 
Town Counsel, the Town was fortunate to have the State rule 
in favor of the Town on the following Case: 


“The appeal of Leo A. Keating from a decision of the select- 
men of the town of Millis in refusing to retire him for disability 
under the veterans’ non-contributory retirement law, having 
been fully heard and determined, both parties being present 
or represented by counsel, the Contributory Retirement Appeal 
Board has voted to deny such appeal for the reason that the 
action of the selectmen of Millis was in the exercise of their 
discretion as provided under G. L., ch. 32, secs. 56 to 60, 
inclusive. The decision of the Millis selectmen is affirmed.” 


A special Town Meeting was held to see if the Town would 
Yote to build a new Elementary School Building. The article 
Was dismissed. 


During the State Audit in July and August, a $23.00 short- 
age was found in the Selectmens’ Office in the License and 
Permit Account. Since that time, we are happy to say that 
complete restitution has been made. 


_ With deepest regret we accepted the resignation of Mr. 


i arth D. Thorne as Tax Collector, to take effect December 
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31, 1951. We feel that due to this resignation, the Town hag 
lost an upright, faithful and honest Town Official, 


Mr. Charles Dukelow was appointed to serve as Tax 
lector from January 1, 1952 to February 11, 1952.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of Millis: 


The elm trees were sprayed in April as advocated by the 
State Department of Conservation. 


In June the regular general spray of all road-side trees was 
accomplished. 


It was at first believed it would not be necessary to spray 
in July for the second brood of the Elm Leaf Beetle, but this 
also became urgent and was done. 


Wet weather after spraying played havoe throughout the 
‘program, and of course cut down some of the efficiency of the 
spray. 

_ Various samples of unhealthy elm trees were taken and 
‘were sent to the Massachusetts State College at Amherst. We 
‘were fortunate in that only three of these trees tested proved 
‘to have Dutch Elm Disease. These trees have been removed 
‘and burned. Also the small elm reported in 1950 was located, 
‘cut down and burned. 


The Dutch Elm Disease is definitely a problem and anyone 
doing any cutting or trimming of elms should make it a point 
that they are burned promptly. 


‘ The State Department of Conservation recommends the sum 
of $1,300.00 be appropriated for the control work of Gypsy 
Moth and the sum of $800.00 be appropriated for the control 


work of the Dutch Elm Disease for 1952.

Arrangements have been made to use the high school audi- 
torium as a principle first aid station under the direction ot 
the local doctor and the district nurse and her assistants. We 
have on file a list of registered nurses and practical n 
available under emergency conditions. First aid kits have 
refilled and are ready for use. Blankets from our previous 
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’ Beach wagons are available as ambulances and stretchers 
and necessary first aid kits have been provided for them. Two 


have now passed the first aid course and are available for our 
st aid center and for emergency work. 


_ Welfare requirements, preparations for receiving evacuees, 

_ places where they may be housed and properly clothed and fed 

have been given serious study by those in charge, and Millis 

_ is ready to assist if called upon to care for evacuees from other 
communities. 


4 4 Many of your Civil Defense Officials have attended special 
_ conferences in the Gardner Auditorium at the State House, 
and have also attended zone meetings in the City of Brockton. 


_ At the present time there is under way a house-to-house 
“survey of all available private facilities for emergency hous- 


ing. Maps have been supplied by the Department of Public 
Works showing alternate evacuee routes. 


On May 2, at 8 P. M., in the High School auditorium, a large 
_ group of civil defense personnel was sworn in by General Keith, 
‘our Regional Director, and since then others have been sworn 
‘in locally. 


There are many other details that we might mention here. 
‘However, space will not permit. You will note from the Chief 
Accountants report that we have not used a good portion of 
_the appropriation that was made available at the Town Meet- 
ing in February, 1951. This year we trust that a small amount 
will be allowed for Civil Defense expenses as we believe that 
the office of our Secretary should be recompensed for the hours 
that it is necessary to spend in filing the tremendous amount 
of federal and state material, booklets and forms, that come 
to us in reference to civil defense. 
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We hope in this coming year to have more first aid classes 
and more home nurses training courses. If we should become 
engaged in an all out war with the horror of atomic warfare. 
it will not make much difference whether we are in a target 


area or just a near miss area, we will have a uy to do, and 4 
serious one it will be. 


Your leaders have tried seriously and conscientiously to pre- 
pare Millis to do its part. However, we do need more people 
interested in civil defense. We do need more to volunteer who ~ 
are willing to give up some of their time so that they may be 
properly trained for any emergency that might come to us as 
individuals or to our community.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
_ accounts of the town of Millis for the period from October 
_ 6, 1949, the date of the previous audit, to June 26, 1951, and 
report thereon as follows: 


_ The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town or com- 
3 mitting bills for collection were examined and checked in 
detail. ‘ 
__ The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were 
_ examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
BS compared with the records of the several departments collect- 
ing money for the town and with the treasurer cash book, while 
the recorded disbursements were checked with the selectmen’s 
_ warrants authorizing such payments and with the treasurer’s 
cash book. The appropriations and transfers as entered on 
_ the ledger were checked with the town clerk’s records of finan- 
cial votes passed by town meetings and with the finance com- 
mittee’s authorizations of transfers from the reserve fund. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary adjust- 
“ments resulting from the audit were made, a trial balance 
proving the accounts to be in balance was taken off, and a 
balance sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on 
June 26, 1951, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


It is recommended that whenever a department sends out 
bills for collection the accountant be notified immediately of 
the amount so that he may be enabled to record the charges 
on his books. 


In checking the paid vouchers and payrolls on file it was 
noted that compensation had been paid to elected officials of 
the town for services performed by them, this compensation 
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being in addition to the salaries received by their elective 
positions. Attention in this connection is called to Section 4A, 
Chapter 41, General Laws, which reads as follows: 


“Except as otherwise expressly provided, a town 
board may, if authorized by vote of the town, appoint 
any member thereof to another town office or position 
for the term provided by law, if any, otherwise for a 
term not exceeding one year. The salary of any such 
appointee shall be fixed by vote of the town, notwth- 
standing the provisions of section one hundred and 
eight. In this section, the word “town” shall not 
include city...” 


It was noted that in 1951 the town voted that the dog fund — 
received from the county be “credited to the general fund,” 
in which connection attention is called to the provisions of 
Section 172, Chapter 140, General Laws, which provides that 
the money so refunded be voted for the support of public 
libraries or schools. 5 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined — 
and checked in detail. The cash book was added, and the re- 
ceipts as recorded were analyzed and compared with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for the 
town and with the other sources from which money was paid - 
into the town treasury. The payments were checked with 
the warrants of the selectmen authorizing the disbursements © 
of town funds and with the town accountant’s records. 4 


Considerable difficulty was experienced in reconciling the 
treasurer’s cash balance due to the failure of the treasurer to 
reconcile his bank statements, to add and balance his cash 
book, or to keep a check register since October 1949, the date 
of the previous examination. 


It was therefore necessary, in order to reconcile the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit, to 
add the cancelled checks and to compare them with the charges 
by the bank as shown by the bank statement; to compare 
cancelled checks with the duplicate copies of the checks issued; 
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© to compile a check register; and to compare the checks issued 


with the treasury warrants and with the vouchers when 
necessary. 


The adjusted cash balance on June 26, 1951 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


It is recommended that the treasurer’s cash book be bal- 
anced monthly, and that the balance be reconciled with the 
records of the town accountant. 


It is urged that the treasurer reconcile his bank balance 
each month and that a permanent record be kept of each 
reconciliation. 


The additional work which was required in order to recon- 
cile the treasurer’s cash added materially to the cost of the 
audit. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities 
on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the in- 
vestment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of 
the town treasurer were examined and listed. The income 
was proved and the withdrawals were verified. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were checked 
with the collector’s and the accountant’s records and com- 
pared with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination and all subsequent commit- 
ment lists were audited and reconciled with the assessors’ 
warrants. The payments to the treasurer were checked to 
the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded abatements were com- 
pared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the 
transfers to the tax title account were checked, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the respec- 
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tive ledger accounts. The cash balance on June 26, 1951 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement 
furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of cash 

in the office. 


Verification of the outstanding tax accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared — 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


It is recommended that the collector make weekly payments 
to the treasurer of all collections, as required by Section 2, 
Chapter 60, General Laws. 


It is urged that the assessors promptly notify the tax col- 
lector of all abatements granted and that they report these 
abatements to the town accountant at least monthly. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were examined. The payments to the State were verified by 
comparison with the receipts on file, the payments to the 
town treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, 
and the cash on hand was proved by actual count. 


The selectmen’s records of licenses and permits issued were 
examined and the payments to the town treasurer were 
verified. 


The records of water accounts receivable were examined and 
checked. The accounts outstanding at the time of the pre- 
vious examination and all subsequent charges were audited 
and proved. The payments to the treasurer were verified by 
comparison with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements 
were checked with the water commissioners’ authorizations of 
abatements, the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
with the town accountant’s controlling accounts, and the cash 
on hand on June 26, 1951 was proved by actual count of cash 
in the office. 


Verification of the outstanding water accounts was made by 
mailing notices to all persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town. In response to these 
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otices, replies were received from a large number of persons 
who claimed that their water accounts had been paid but not 
credited on the books of the water registrar. These claims 
ere investigated and it was found, upon examination of proofs 
of payment in the form of receipted water bills or cancelled 
checks that 55 items representing a total of $589.49 had been 
collected but not entered on the water registrar’s books; 
furthermore, the water registrar certified 73 additional items 
totalling $826.86 which had been collected and not paid over 
k to the town, making a total of $1,416.35 collected by the water 
_ registr ar and not accounted for by her to the town. 


_ A number of other claims of payment were received from 
water takers, but since no evidence to support such claims has 
been presented to date, the accounts involved remain as out- 
_ Standing on the town books. If evidence is submitted proving 
payment of any additional accounts, the cash discrepancy will, 
_ of course, be correspondingly increased. 

_ The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures and of 
_ the police, public welfare, school, library, and cemetery depart- 
"ments were examined, checked, and reconciled with the treas- 
ie urer’s and the accountant’s books. 


i The surety bonds of the several town officials required by 
i aw to furnish bonds were examined and found to be in proper 
a ~ form. 
. In addition to the balance sheet mentioned above, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the 
reasurer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, 
cise, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and water ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the condition and transactions 
_ of the trust and investment funds. 
_ For the cooperation extended by the various town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself, to express appreciation.

SCHOOL ACTIVITY ACCOUNT 


: Formerly, certain school accounts were handled by the Superin- 
tendent and the High School Principal. Now these funds are deposited 
with the Town Treasurer and all bills for these accounts are paid by 
him after approval by the School Committee and Selectmen as presently 
required by law.

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We attempt to have the program of reading instruction based of 
the interests and needs of the students. Formerly some were of th 
opinion that all techniques of reading were taught in the primary grade 
and the years spent in school in the intermediate years along with the 
junior and senior high school experiences were merely practice of ti 
original skill. In all grades reading is a skill which is constantly d 
veloped. In order that the pupil make the proper interpretation of 
printed word an attempt is made to afford the proper background and 
experience, 


Every teacher is a teacher of reading; understanding of the prope 
vocabulary and proper interpretation of the printed page is always 
in mind. 


At the elementary level there are various groups within a given 
class and each group moves along according to its own background and 
experience. Just as there is readiness for the next step in reading, s 
too there is readiness in arithmetic and in other areas of education. 


The pupil is most important and the program is planned as neaz 
as possible, to his experienced background. The developing of the mind 
of the student, his body, his emotional and social growth are the primé 
concern of all of us. 


PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT 


Through the Harvard-Boston University Extension service, 
office of the Superintendent of Schools made arrangements for a course 
“Teaching Reading in the Elementary School” which was offered by Dr 
Helen Murphy and Dr. Alice Crowley of Boston University.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you my annual report for the elemen- 
tary grades. : 


Last April I became elementary principal in Millis and my 
is based upon the months covered from that time to December 31, 


Our organization is similar to the past in kindergarten througl 
grade six. We now have double grades in all grades except grade five 


It was decided prior to my coming that a new reading series 
needed throughout the elementary grades. From April to June tea 
meetings were held and sample copies of outstanding reading series v 
presented. The relative merits and disadvantages of each were discusse 
As an outcome of these meetings it was decided that the Row Peterse 
Series would best meet the needs of the elementary grades. During the 
summer these books with the accompanying manuals and workbook 
Were purchased. 


Early in the fall the educational consultant of the Row Petersal 
Publishing Co. came to Millis and gave many helpful suggestions to t& 
teachers as to the use of the new books. Tests of reading readiness hai 
been given to all children in grade one. These tests are helpful in detern 
ining at what time certain materials should be presented to the childrez 
They are also useful as diagnostic instruments in determining wh 
weaknesses must be corrected before the children are ready to comment 
a formal reading program. 


Children grow and mature at different rates. It is important ov 
we keep this in mind and do not attempt to force children to read befol 
they are mature enough to profit by formal reading experiences. T 
manuscript writing, a form of writing similar to printing, has 
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ded to grade two. This is an aid to reading as it makes children’s 
en work appear the same as the printed page in their reading. It

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REPORT ON GUIDANCE PROGRAM 


To: Superintendent of Schools: 


At the outset of this report it is well that the mission of guidar 
be defined; guidance is an educational instrument intended to help th 
pupil help himself. Guidance is not the giving of advice but rather 
device to enable the individual to make a wise and beneficial choice when 
confronted with a particular problem. We are attempting to fulfill one 
mission with the tools available and have encountered a high degree ¢ 
success. Guidance falls not only in the province of the school but 
continuing process that goes on in the home as well as to insure its 
over into adult life. 


Our guidance program is designed to place a major emphasis i 
three specific areas, scholastic achievement, vocational information and 
social adjustment. To carry out this program several distinct features 
have been instituted, testing, interviewing both imdividual and grou 
maintaining of cumulative records, periodic reports from teachers an 
conferences with representatives of institutions of higher learning ang 
industry so integrated as to develop within the pupil the ability & 
recognize individual needs and capabilities and to make personal choice 
accordingly. 


Scholastic Achievement 


In the area of scholastic achievement testing and cumulaty 
records form the basis of our work. This was instituted some yeal 
ago by Mr. Frederick Welch and is proving most satisfactory. The 
Metropolitan Achievement Test Battery is being used in grades 7 throug 
10. Raw scores obtained from these tests are interpreted into age am 
grade equivalents based on national norms. Thus the achievement of 
pupil in relation to his age and grade group may be readily seem 
This is a valuable aid in planning presentation of material as well as m 
planning the future scholastic course of a pupil. } 


Individual and group interviewing has been earried on with man 
pupils, those requesting it and those we consider in need of it. In th 
interviews pupils are encouraged to talk out their problems. 
guidance director is available at all times to speak to pupils or paren

_ Vocational information is being disseminated as fast as it can be 
‘obtained. This includes bulletins from government agencies, industrial 
plants and other sources of information. Information regarding entrance 
other educational institutions is available in the office as well as in 
e study hall. The most complete information available on scholarships 
also present for use of both juniors and seniors. Pupils exhibiting an 
terest in a particular field of endeavor are counselled periodically. The 
ices of the Boston University Testing Bureau were again used this 
This is an occupational interest test which offers very satisfactory 
lts. The California Reading Test, form AA, was used this year for 
ie first time. This test is of the diagnostic survey type measuring 
vocabulary and comprehension. It is also planned to attempt to secure 
e services of the United States Employment Service for testing seniors 
With a view to placing the graduates in profitable positions as soon as 
ssible after leaving school. 


ial Adjustment 


In the area of social adjustment some work has been done but much 
emains to be accomplished. Our complex group society of clubs and 
@rganizations makes it imperative that we educate our young to live 
in harmony with others if they are to be useful, active citizens. Group 
activity should be an integral part of our educational program. Social 
stment can be made only by association with others of like interest. 
Tt can be carried on only outside the field of subject-matter in what is 
mown in most school systems as extra-curricular activities. Such 
activities take the form of debating, photography, science and such clubs 
developed around the interest displayed. 


It is an unfortunate but true conditon that extra-curricular activities 
e curtailed in our system due to the fact that so many pupils are: 
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transported, making it undesirable to remain after regular school 
and then have to walk long distances to home. As an example of th 
we cite our Junior Town experiment of last year. In an effort to educat 
our students in the functions of town government and the responsibiliti¢e 
of individual citizens we organized the Student Council along the line 
of a town electing selectmen, town clerk, school committee, ete. Thoug 
it was a rather ambitious experiment it was highly successful as long z 
we took time out of the regular school day. If forced to meet after th 
busses left it would have failed miserably. It is recommended that th

REPORT ON ELEMENTARY AND GIRLS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Physical education is a way of education through physical activities 
“which are selected and carried on with full regard to values in human 
_ growth, development and behavior. Because it is a phase of the total 
_ educational program, physical education aims for the same general goal 
' that gives purpose to all the other learning experiences of the school, 
e well-rounded development of all children and youth as responsible 
sitizens in our democratic society.

i 
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Physical education provides a wealth of experiences which, along 
with other opportunities, are particularly important in helping ¢ 
child and youth to: 


1. Develop and maintain maximum physical efficiency. 
2. Develop useful skills, both physical and mental. 
3. Conduct himself in socially acceptable ways. 


4, Enjoy wholesome recreation. 


To gain these values, the following programs have been set up in 
Millis for physical education for the Elementary School and Senior High 
School: 


The Elementary School children are given two periods a week, and 
their program of activities includes modified athletic games, stunts 2 


and low organization for large and small groups. Proper attitudes and 
understanding are sought and may be increased by encouraging the 
children to assist in planning and carrying on the program both im 
class and at recess, or during and after school play periods. The recess 
and free play periods could and would be more beneficial if equipment 
was given to each class to be kept in their classroom. 


The Junior and Senior High School girls are given two forty minute 
periods a week of instruction and their program consists of such activities 
as field hockey, volleyball, badminton, folk dancing, stunts and tumbling, 
conditioning exercises, creative dance and softball and soccer. 


After school activities mostly include intramural games except for 
basketball, hockey and softball. 


A hockey team was formed in the fall, but due to a lack of gi 
interested we only scheduled one game and that was with Medfield. 


Basketball practice started in November, 1951 with about forty 
girls coming out to practice. There were ten girls chosen for each team 
and they are as follows:

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Throughout the year all the activities of the School Nurse; the 
Clinics, classroom discussions, various tests, and school building inspee- 
tions, are planned around the school children and their needs. 


A vital part of our program is the annual school check-up. is 
fall 466 children were examined by Dr. Zalvan. On the whole our 
children are healthy, normal youngsters and their physical state and any 
deviations from the normal can easily be remedied by a few exerci 
corrective glasses, corrective shoes, dental care or personal and dietary 
help, 


occasional child who does present a condition for which further medical 
aid should be sought. It is the discussion, first hand, of these deviations 


us at the time of the school physical examination. The response to this 
invitation has been very gratifying and the Medical Department has 
been especially pleased to welcome to these discussion periods both the 
fathers and mothers, since we feel that more parents should be aware 
of our goal which is healthier, happier school children. Forty-five pare 
attended this health conference at which sixty-seven children were 
examined and the physical findings of thirty-four other children were 
discussed with the parents at these meetings. 


At the Pre-School Registration Clinic held in May, 31 more child en 
were examined by Dr. Zalvan and registered for school entrance in the 
fall. Due to our increased enrollment the manner of conducting this 
Pre-School registration has been changed several times. It is our hope 
that these changes have made the registration simpler and easier for 
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parents, children and workers. Changes will still be made from time 
to time in an effort to improve this registration program. 


7. This past year our Dental Clinic completed its first full year under 
_ the Millis Board of Health. The work completed included: 


Cleanings 121 
Restorations of permanent teeth 209 
Restorations of temporary teeth 58 
Porcelain restorations 52 
Permanent teeth extracted 9 
Temporary teeth extracted 14 


In connection with our dental work, this fall the dental x-ray 
‘program was begun and the dental notices, when issued, were based on 
_ the x-ray findings as well as the mouth examination. This new dental 
program is more time-consuming, but it will prove its worth in more 
complete care in time. 


Again this year our Senior Class and the members of the football 
‘squads were x-rayed by the Norfolk County Hospital Mobile Unit. A 
negative report was received. 


The school personnel were not x-rayed at this time as all had been 
x-rayed last spring in order to comply with the new Massachusetts State 
law requiring school employees to be x-rayed. It is only fair to say 
that our teachers, janitors and cafeteria workers have had several yearly 
| x-rays to their credit before this law made it a “must.” 


The eye testing was done throughout the school. The parents of 
"all children who failed the test were notified so corrective measures 
could be begun. Many children, even when tested by the machine, do 
“not have enough difficulty reading the charts to warrant recommending 
- further eye check-up; however, the fact that the child may also complain 
of smarting eyes, blurring vision, inability to see the blackboard, head- 
aches helps to make the need for glasses more apparent. 


The Audiometer (hearing test) was completed in grades 3 through 
12, and the younger children were tested individually. We do have some 
children who showed a very definite hearing loss. Some of these were 
improved following medical treatment while others are hearing to the 
best of their capabilities. 


It is very difficult to carry on any audiometer testing work in our 
present school set-up. With so many classes, all working on varied 
‘time schedules, the much needed quiet is very difficult to attain. For 
quite some time the request has been made to convert our present 
“machine to a Puretone Audiometer. This would aid greatly in conducting

the hearing tests properly. This Puretone machine allows the tes 
to screen out many noises which at present can spoil a complete pg 
test. This necessitates retesting the group and is a needless waste 
pupil time spent away from classes and of nursing service time. 


The Immunization Clinic is recorded in this report because it in- 
volves so many of our school age youngsters. At our Clinic in the 
spring of 1951 the Millis Visiting Nurse Association and the Millis 
Board of Health again provided the combined Diphtheria and Tetanus 
Toxoid for the children. Fifteen children received the initial series of 
injections and forty-six others received the “booster” dose. Here again 
is an area in which one group of our children is protected by this yearly 
clinic, and another group is offered protection by the family physician. 
A third group still remains unprotected either because the effort involved 
in getting the children to clinic seems too much or because the pare S 
do not see the need to protect their children from these two serious” 
diseases. 


The usual communicable diseases were current during the past year, 
but none of them were too severe. 


Pediculosis presents a very definite problem to the individual families. 
It remains so until the head is entirely free from nits. However, as” 
such, pediculosis is not a problem at school and it is only rarely that any 
children are found to have them: Immediate steps are taken to exclude 
them from school and have proper treatment begin at home. ; 


Several of our school children are still attending the Crippled 
Children’s Clinic for the follow-up care and muscle training necessary 
to correct conditions of the feet and spine. Although speech training 
is still badly needed by our school children the over-crowded condition 
at this Clinic have necessitated that only those children who have definite 
medical reasons for speech training be accepted by this clinie at the 
present time. : 


During the past several years Dr. Zalvan and I have taken several 
courses pertaining to school health and we are attempting to bring to. 
you recommended procedures for school health. It is with this in mind” 
that we have presented the various phases of our program.

F The physical progress and development of the children of the Millis 

Consolidated School, under the guidance and supervision of the Medical 
Department, has now, we believe, attained an equal standing of im- 
‘portance with the mental development in the educational curricula. 


Of approximately 500 pupils examined, about 15% were found to be 
free from all defects. Once again, the most prevalent abnormalties were 
those of the throat, of the teeth, of the feet, and of posture. Those who 
e found to have asthma, defects of eyes and ears, or spinal curvatures 
e now receiving adequate remedial measures. Parents are very an- 
xious now to correct any defects that are brought to their attention. 
_ Especially is this true of the parents who take advantage of the invitation 
extended to them by the Medical Department to be present when their 
children are examined. The ‘“parents-present policy” remains one of the 
major goals of this department. 


_ The Dental Department, through the routine use of the x-ray in the 
examination of all the grade children, now offers a better diagnosis. The 
ildren can now obtain better prophylactic and remedial treatment. It 
_ @an only be hoped that this excellent work will be kept up by the upper 


_ The cafeteria, of course, is one of the most important projects of the 
Millis Consolidated School and is an integral part of the School Health 
program. In Millis, the pupils are offered an “A” type of hot lunch. 


S, minerals, and vitamins so essential for the proper nutrition of the 
school child. Free lunches are served to the children who really need them 
but cannot afford to pay for them. (This is through the kindness of the 
Salvation Army Fund). 


The periodic sanitary inspections of the school facilities were 
ied out as usual. Minor faults were found and remedied. There 
as no contagion in the school. Athletic injuries, which included a few 
fractures and lacerations, were not so extensive as to prevent us from 
having our best season for many years. 


We, of the Medical Department, are very pleased with the progress 
xf our School Health Program. Special thanks and appreciation are due 
0 our tireless school nurse, Miss Myrtle Coldwell, to the vigilant faculty, 
and to the cooperative parents. Without them, there would be no.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DENTIST 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A very successful Dental Clinic was held this year for the period 
extending from September 1950 to June 1951, After dental examinations 
notices were sent to the parents, stating the corrective treatment neede 
and many parents elected to have this work done at the school clini S, 
Thirty-three clinics in all were held under the sponsorship of the Board — 
of Health of Millis. The treatment consisted of 121 cleanings, 209 
permanent silver fillings, 58 temporary fillings, 52 porcelain fillings, 7 
extractions of permanent teeth, 14 temporary tooth extractions. 


In September 1951 the School Dental Health Program was greath: 
increased through the use of the dental x-ray machine located in the 
Nurse’s room at the school. All reports of dental examinations now sent 
home include the results of x-rays diagnosis, and, therefore, these reports 
are more complete and more accurate. The use of the X-ray machine 
involving developing, washing and drying of each film has just about 
doubled the work at these clinics for Miss Coldwell and myself, but we 
feel that this is an extremely important part of the dental program. 
We are one of the very few schools in the state offering x-ray facilities 
in addition to the regular school dental health program. 


I wish to extend my thanks to Miss Coldwell and the Millis Board 
of Health for their assistance and cooperation during the past year.

REPORT OF HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


At the present time the Home Economics program in the Millis 
School system is rather limited due to the lack of a room apart from the 
Cafeteria. If this were available a more extensive Homemaking Pro- 
gram would be possible. Under the circumstances, however, the students 
are progressing remarkably well and plans are underway for utilization 
of the two electric ranges purchased recently. ; 


The sixth grade curriculum consists of two projects; an apron and a 
gathered skirt, in addition to knowledge of basic stitches and 
mentals in clothing as well as manipulation of the sewing machine. 


In the seventh grade students continue in clothing and the more 
complex aspect of garment construction. This year, for their project 
they chose either a skirt, blouse or both, 
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_ Similarly, the eighth grade girls have clothing and in the first half 
ar their choice of project is either a skirt, blouse or jumper, depending 


rrooming and textiles, consumer buying, and foods and nutrition, hoping 
t interest in the vast field of Home Economics will be stimulated and 


home. Idealistically, it is an opportunity for girls to develop their in- 
nate talents and to equip themselves adequately in the knowledge, under- 
anding and skills of homemaking and family life. 


_ Bach day in the cafeteria an average of 140 students partake in the 
hot lunch program. Through the type A meal in this program, students 
receive at least one-third of their daily nutritive requirements, including 
2 ounces of meat or a substitute protein food, three quarters cup of 
yegetable and/or fruit, one portion of bread and butter and one half 
“pint of milk. The menus are so arranged as to provide variety on a 

three week cycle. Over and above the lunch count, approximately 150 
students purchase milk. 


This year with higher food prices and many of the more important 
Bovernment commodities being discontinued, every effort is being made 
to maintain the former standard of quality and quantity of the school

in itself preserves its own right for being. Thus, though the art super- 
or usually will drop any lesson plans she might have, in order to help - 
a teacher with a project or some correlated subject, she reserves the right 
mot to do so, if she feels that a certain art lesson should be taught 
instead.

_ Today when work is exhibited, it is done in a natural, non-showy 
ay via the pupils’ classroom, or an open house exhibit where the work 
is shown in its own setting. Thus, the tendency to cheat and judge work 
only from results and adult standards is eliminated. 


At the open house exhibit we had this fall, each room showed a 
hural based on some important subject such as safety in the street and on 
pe playground. Other subjects were: “Arabs,” “Pilgrims,” “Pioneers,” 
Indians,” “Communications” and many others. 


We have hopes to obtain more and more creature results as time 
foes by; and the foundation laid will give the pupils more confidence 
‘and ability to forge ahead on their own. In this way, they can express, 
Wisually, happenings of every day life, at home and in school.

REPORT OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The Industrial Arts program during 1951 has placed its emphasis 
on the nature of Industrial methods as employed in Industry. It 3 
realized that, at some time or other, all of the students will be working 
at an occupation where they will be doing processes that will be com 
bined with other processes to produce the final product. The student 
become familiar with the organization of industry, and recognizing thes 
industrial methods will attempt to apply them in the school shop. 


The eighth grade has been progressing along these lines in a ver 
satisfactory manner. Each boy does a separate operation per day, doing 
different procedures in succeeding weeks and in this way he sees hoy 
his operations fuse with others to procure the finished item. This ha 
proven to be very successful in developing social relationships, such 2 
cooperation, tolerance, leadership and followership. 


The seventh grade begins using the hand tools as usual and learnin 
the basic tool processes. We try to have them develop pride in 
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smanship, and have their self-assurance increase and will be indi- 
d by a willingness to attempt more and difficult projects. 


Our sixth grade classes build various models and do simple coping- 
w work, 

In the high school students express themselves through woodworking, 
chine working, some metal working and the ever popular leatherwork. 

Our Mechanical Drawing class approaches the subject with the point 
in mind that everything begins some time on the drafting or designing 
d. The overall basic points are covered that are applied to any 
ustry. Any occupation has something to do with blue prints some- 
ere.

To see if the Town will vote to allow the Asses 
sors to use the free cash balance in the Treasury in making u 
their tax rate, or act in any manner relating thereto.
